The Anvil Of Adversity 
T> USSIAN imperialism, which has threaten- 
ed to wreck the United Natio ns ev er since 
It was o rganized in 1945, may pro ve to be the 
o ne thing which can finally u nite the natio ns 
that believe in its principles. The anv il o f ad­ 
v ersity o n which great principles have been 
hammered into wo rkable pro po rtio ns has been 
su bstitu ted 
fo r 
wr anglings 
o ver 
theo ry. 
Again, as in the issu e o ver the reestablishment 
o f Israel, there is a challenge to pro ceed fro m 
discu ssio n to definite actio n. 
If Great Britain and the o ther members o f 
U.N. w:th the po tential means o f helping to 
enfo rce the United Natio ns charter in the 
Ko rean incident can mu ster the same reso lu ­ 
tio n that the United States has sho wn there 
will be internatio nal u nity in fact as well as 
theo ry. 
If there can co ntinu e to be thereafter a sim­ 
ilar attitu de to ward whatev er fu rther aggres­ 
sio ns may be tried by the So viet Unio n— 
o r by any o ther member o f the United Na­ 
tio ns—there will be no fu rther need fo r the 
apo lo gies that have thinly co ncealed the 
fru stratio n o f high ho pes abo u t co o perative 
secu rity as the antido te fo r aggressive war as 
an instru ment o f natio nal po licy* 
The go v ernment o f Britain has acted 
pro mptly. 
It has dispatched to the aid o f 
Si u th Ko rea nav al u nits almo st the equ al in 
fo rce to tho se being u sed by the United States. 
France already was heav ily co mmitted. Asia, 
thro u gh its interests in Indo -China. 
China’s 
Natio nalist go v ernment likewise is already 
invo lved in resistance to Ru ssian expansio n. 
This is the co re o f the u nity that has crystal- 
lied in Asia—the su bstance o f what may yet 
beco me the best ho pe in histo ry fo r qu elling 
aggressio n by co llective actio n.

o n u n-American activ ities whether o r no t 
they were o r ev er had been members o f the 
Co mmu nist party are no w in priso n, fo u nd 
gu ilty o f co ntempt o f Co ngress. All 10 insist 
there w as an invasio n o f their co nstitu tio nal 
rights 
The qu estio n to be decided by the pu blic is 
what is generally co nceded to hav e been an 
awkward sho wdo wn o n a to u chy issu e is 
whether o r no t the co nstitu tio nal rights o f the 
10 writers were invaded in any way. 
Had they been members o f the Demo cratic 
o r Repu blican parties, their po litical affilia­ 
tio n wo u ld hav e been a matter o f pu blic rec­ 
o rd. pro vided they ever had v o ted in a prim­ 
ary requ iring registratio n. 
Had they been 
willing and able to answer “no ” to the qu es­ 
tio n they refu sed to answer, they wo u ld no w 
be at liberty.

State Tax Reforms

Illinois Governor Cites Current Need 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL. 
OAYS ILLINOIS Go v. Adlai E. 
^ Stevenso n, “It wo u ld be the 
easiest thing in the wo rld fo r 
me (o r any o ther go verno r fo r 
that matter) to start a presiden­ 
tial bo o m. All he wo u ld have to 
do is get u p befo re his state legis­ 
latu re and say so mething like 
this: 
“ ‘Ou r state faces a financial 
crisis. Its revenu es are no t su f­ 
ficient to meet cu rrent expenses. 
I therefo re pro po se that we elim­ 
inate the state department o f ag­ 
ricu ltu re. We sho u ld also elim­ 
inate the state department o f 
labo r. And the state department 
o f insu rance co u ld be do ne away 
with. These steps will save $ 25,- 
000,000 and balance o u r bu dget’.” 
Go verno r 
Stevenso n 
makes 
clear he has no intentio n o f do ­ 
ing anything o f this kind. He 
co nsiders 
this 
catering to the 
po pu lar demand fro m bu siness to 
redu ce taxes and redu ce go v­ 
ernment as the cru dest fo rm 
o f o f demago gu ery. 
It might 
create a great to -do abo u t a 
grea-a-t execu tive who was no t 
afraid to slash go vernment ex­ 
penses ru thlessly. It co u ld be 
bo o med into a big po litical bu ild­ 
u p. Bu t it wo u ldn’t do any go o d. 


IN THE FIRST PLACE, it 
wo u ld ru n into headlo ng o ppo ­ 
sitio n fro m the state legislatu re, 
since it wo u ld do away with po lit­ 
ical favo rs 
which 
legislato rs 
have co me to expect fro m these 
departments. In the seco nd place 
it wo u ld bring a po pu lar o u tcry 
fro m farmers and labo r u nio ns 
that have co me to expect service 
fro m these o ffices. In the third 
place it wo u ldn’t so lve the pro b­ 
lem. 
Illino is no w o perates o n an an­ 
nu al bu dget o f $ 1,125,000,000. 
Abo u t two -thirds o f this su m is 
co nsidered fixed expense—gen­ 
eral welfare, edu catio n, highways, 
veterans payments, service o n 
pu blic debt and payments to cities 
and lo cal go vernments. 
Bu t many Uino is cities are al­ 
so financially embarrassed. Even 
“rich” Chicago needs mo ney. The 
state is being asked to do nate, o r 
au tho rize so me new tax pro cedu re 
thro u gh which the cities can raise 
their o wn revenu e. 
General state go vernment in 
llino is co sts fro m $ 100,000,000 to 
$ 150,000,000, depending o n what 
items yo u inclu de. So a saving o f 
even 10 per cent do esn’t co rrect 
what’s wro ng. 
Go verno r Stevenso n cites his 
o wn experience in his first year 


as a refo rm go verno r, elected by 
the biggest majo rity in Illino is 
histo ry o n a platfo rm pledged 
to clean u p bad go vernment. 
By dint o f rigid eco no my, the 
firing o f 1500 state emplo yes 
fo u nd to be necessary, redu ctio n 
o f padded expense acco u nts, and 
similar measu res, savings o f $ 15,- 
000,000 were mapped o u t. Bu t in 
this same year, pu blic welfare ex­ 
penses increased. 


GOVERNOR S T E V E N S O N 
faces the necessity o f go ing be­ 
fo re the state legislatu re next 
Janu ary and asking fo r $ 28,000,- 
000 mo re fo r this pu rpo se alo ne. 
So the natu ral increase in go v­ 
ernment expenditu res in o ne de­ 
partment is twice as great as the 
savings made by practicing rigid 
eco no my and go o d administra­ 
tio n. 
What all this po ints u p, to Go v­ 
erno r Stevenso n, is the gro wing 
need fo r a co mplete o verhau l o f 
the tax stru ctu re o f city, co u nty, 
state and federal go vernments. 
As an example, the go verno r 
believes the federal go vernment 
might sto p levying taxes o n gas­ 
o line, leaving this field to the 
states as an exclu sive so u rce o f 
revenu e. Federal highway grants 
to the states might then be re­ 
du ced, making ro ad bu ilding a 
state 
respo nsibility. 
Similarly, 
sales taxes might be left exclu ­ 
sively fo r state go vernments to 
co llect. And amu sements taxes 
might be left to the cities. 
The need fo r su ch who lesale 
refo rm, says Go verno r Stevenso n, 
arises o u t o f the fact that many 
o f the states are bro ke and are 
co mpletely hamstru ng by o bso lete 
state co nstitu tio ns and laws. Du r­ 
ing the war, the states piled u p 
big su rplu ses. Co llectio ns were 
go o d, and restrictio ns o n u se o f 
bu ilding materials sto pped ex­ 
penditu res fo r pu blic co nstru ctio n 
pro jects. After the war, these 
su rplu ses were dissipated—o ften 
u nwisely. 
One o f the things that appears 
to gripe Go verno r Stevenso n is 
the lack o f co nstru ctive su gges­ 
tio n fro m the bu siness co mmu nity 
o n ho w the pro blems o f state and 
lo cal go v ernment can be so lved. 
There is plenty o f criticism o f 
go vernment spending. 
There is 
also plenty o f criticism o f the 
state when it allo ws its highways 
o r its scho o l system to deterio r­ 
ate. Bu t there are no so u nd pro ­ 
po sals as to ho w the state and lo ­ 
cal go vernments sho u ld raise the 
mo ney to pro vide the services 
which the pu blic has a right to 
expect.

rFHIS is a memo to the bo ss, who 
deserves it: 
Watching stru ctu ral steelwo rk­ 
ers pu tting o n hu man-fly acts has 
been a fav o rite pastime o f Amer­ 
icans fo r so mething like 50 years, 
bo ss, and there’s no secret abo u t 
the reaso n why.

The bu ilding trades have mo re 
appeal in this respect than the 
trades in any

do n’t have them. So me o f the 
skills can be acqu ired by 
lo ng 
practice, like the skill requ ired 
to dip u p a go b o f mo rtar fro m 
the mo rtar bo ard and slap it o n a 
brick so it will stay there. Bu t 
so me o f them, like walking o n an 
eight-inch steel beam 
witho u t 
yielding to vertigo , are su pplied® 
by natu re. 
In either case bo ss, the watcher 
feels envio u s. The degree o f his 
envy is determined by the extent 
o f his o wn experience. Yo u r em­ 
plo ye, bo ss, is 100 per cent en­ 
vio u s becau se at o ne time o r an­ 
o ther he tried ju st abo u t ev ery­ 
thing that go es into co nstru ctio n 
wo rk. 
Du ring stu dent vacatio ns 
he 
wo rked with maso ns, carpenters 
and co ncrete finishers. He had a 
brief career as a su rv eyo r’s as­ 
sistant, a drag-sho vel tipper, 
a 
wheelbarro w pu sher, an excava­ 
to r and even 
as a 
painter o f 
stru ctu ral steel u ntil the 
bo ss 
veiled, “Hey yo u u p there, get 
do wn here befo re yo u hu rt o ne o f 
u s.” 
He mixed co ncrete, plaster and 
o ther co nco ctio ns. He nailed o n 
shingles wielded a paint bru sh, 
po red o ver blu eprints, installed 
drain tiles, dau bed
